Fight The Real NME 


GOD gave journalists a brain and a 
mouth just like the rest of us, but mention 
the word "skinhead" and most of them go 
into moron mode and let their arse do the 
talking. 

In April, the music newspaper, NME, ran 
an article with a heading that proudly boasted 
"ANL FOIL FASCIST GIG". Apparently, the 
Anti-Nazi League had discovered a secret 
fascist gig in Camden and had prevented it 
taking place. No doubt all the trendy students 
reading the article were jumping up and down 
and buying another round of Nicaraguan beer to 
celebrate, but the article was so full of 
inaccuracies and complete nonsense that you 
seriously begin to wonder whether anything the 
NME prints is in fact true. 

For starters, the article states "Anti-Nazi 
League supporters successfully prevented a 
neo-fascist gig from taking place at London 
Camden Dublin Castle on April 24." 

The event the article refers to was actually 
on April 23, but that's a minor point. There was 
no neo-fascist gig at the Dublin Castle that day, 
but a non-political Oil band did play. In fact, 
they played a full 45 minute set without any 
reference to politics being made, so the ANL 
were hardly "successful" in stopping the gig. 
What's more, anyone who knows the Dublin 
Castle will tell you that it's hardly a hotbed of 
fascist activity. 

The article then states, "The fascist group 
The League Of St. George had booked the 
Dublin Castle for a private function, giving the 
landlord the impression that it was a wedding 
party by turning up in the afternoon with a 
cake." The truth is that the pub wasn't booked 
by The League Of St. George or any other 
fascist organisation. And the reason a cake 
was delivered in the afternoon was for the 


simple reason that it was a genuine wedding 
reception. Earth calling ANL protesters. Yeah, 
even skinheads get married. 

The NME continues, "ANL protesters 
heard of the gig and besieged the pub. The 
police made a number of arrests and 
confiscated weapons from the fascists 
including CS gas canisters and knives." 

Well, the NME did get something right. 

The ANL did turn up outside the pub, as did the 
local boys in blue. What should have been the 
best day in a skinhead couples’ lives was ruined 
by extremists who at the end of the day are no 
better than the people they claim to oppose. A 
fascist is a fascist, be he from the left or right of 
the political spectrum. But there were no 
arrests, and no confiscation of weapons either. 

A spokesman for the ANL said, "We see it 
as a success that they have been driven to 
booking the back rooms of pubs under 
assumed names". If turning up outside a pub 
every time two skinheads buy a pint and 
claiming you've foiled a Nuremberg Rally is a 
success, what price The Faroe Islands to win 
the next World Cup? 

It's a shame that we have to waste space in 
every issue of Skinhead Times these days to 
expose media bullshit or how the extreme left 
use "skinhead" and "Nazi" as if they were the 
same word. We make no apologies for this. 
Both seem to see the skinhead cult as an easy 
target for their poorly researched and 
ill-informed views. They think they can ram any 
bullshit down people's throats as long as they 
add in the word "skinhead". Because everyone 
knows what a skinhead is don’t they? Well, no 
Obviously they fucking don't. 

Take NME's coverage of Madstock which 
appeared in August. While talking about Credit 
To The Nation (obviously a big hit in NME 


circles, but widely regarded as the big yawn of 
the day at Madstock), the writer states, "a tiny 
firm of sour-faced skins scowl through these 
hyperactive unity anthems, but they're totally 
outnumbered by multi-racial pop kids on all 
sides." And the writer hasn’t finished yet. The 
word "skinhead" transforms into "bonehead" 
and we are welcomed "to the human race". 

There were hundreds of skinheads at 
Madstock and no doubt some did scowl 
through Credit To The Nation. Boredom not 
fascism is the word you're looking for though. 
What a "multi-racial pop kid" is beats me, but 
the skinhead cult needs no lectures from trendy 
journalists about unity anthems. Who was it 
that put songs like Young, Gifted And Black 
into the charts and championed reggae before it 
was trendy to do so? And who was it that put 2 
Tone on the map, and indeed Madness 
themselves? And who is it that to this day gives 
artists like Laurel Aitken and Prince Buster the 
credit they deserve? 

And if you were in the pubs before 
Madstock, chances are you stumbled across a 
ska and reggae disco packed with skinheads 
dancing away with pint glasses in their hands. 

Of course there are skinheads who support 
fascism. Just like there are men in suits who 
support fascism and even no doubt journalists 
who support fascism.

August 13th, New York City. An 
incredible 350,000 modern day hippies 
paid around $200 each to relive 
Woodstock, 25 years after the original 
event had firmly put hippy culture on 
the map (man). It rained and it rained. 
And of course, I laughed and I laughed. 

Closer still to the Big Apple, the Giants 
Stadium was packed for three nights of 
concerts by The Rolling Stones, the 
granddads of rock who are now just a tired 
joke Almost as funny as the mugs who 
paid good money to watch them and the 
fools at Woodstock whose only memories 
will be of the mud and of being ripped off 

The real action that weekend, as any 
self-respecting skinhead could tell you, was 
slap bang in the middle of Manhattan at a 
club called Tramps. A decent enough 
venue for live music, with a well-stocked, 
but pricey bar, friendly security and staff. 
The Business were in town and 500 baldies 
were there to greet them. 

But first, a few words about New York 
and its skinhead population. Like all cities, 
there's areas you wouldn’t be seen dead in 
during daytime let alone after dark. Or 
more to the point, there's areas where you 
would only be seen dead if you ventured 
into them A neon sign in Times Square 
gives you a running body count of people 
shot dead so far this year and of the 
frightening number of guns in circulation. 
Only in America as they say. 


The other thing you can't fail to notice 
in New York in the summer is the heat and 
the incredible humidity. It has to be 
experienced to be*believed, particularly if 
you come from a country where two days in 
a row without rain are hailed as a heatwave 

New York itself is a melting pot of 
nationalities and colours, and the same 
goes for the skinhead cult there. There are 
white skins, black skins, oriental skins, 
Filipino skins, Puerto Rican skins . you 
name it, and you’ll find it in New York. 

There are some white power skins in New 
York State, but they tend to stay in their 
own areas and don't venture into the city 
itself much 

Most of the time, skinheads can be 
found hanging about outside Bleecker 
Bob's record store, CBGB's nightclub

Skinhead Invasion Of Reggae City! 


Marc Griffiths, author of the forthcoming book, Boss Sounds - A Guide To Skinhead Reggae, takes a walk down memory lane. 


Taking a walk through 
Brixton market's Granville 
Arcade the other week, I 
was struck by how relatively 
little the place had changed 
in the last twenty-odd years. 
Fewer units maybe, and 
definitely more chance of 
being turned over! But what 
was really missing was the 
great sounds of early 
reggae blasting out from 
around every corner. 

Most of the shops have 
gone now of course; the two 
Musik City branches, Joe 
Mansano's shop, Joe's Shack, 
The Music Box (which was 
actually run by two white 
guys, Desmond's Hip City in 
nearby Atlantic Road, and 
Larry Lawrence's set-up round 
the corner in Coldharbour 
Lane to name a few All now 
gone. 


on the merits of the boss 
sounds. Unfortunately, my 
knowledge ran only to chart 
things like Young, Gifted And 
Black and Wonderful World, 
Beautiful People. He was 
asking me if I knew 
Bangarang, Loch Ness 
Monster , Return Of Jack 
Slade , The People's Choice 
and so on. What?!! 

A quick trip to his gaff 
confirmed that there was 
much more reggae about than 
I ever dreamed existed on 
strange and colourful labels 
such as Blue Cat, High Note, 
Gas, Down Town, Big Shot 
and Bamboo.

Obviously, given my 
limited knowledge of the 
music at the time, I was 
bound to pick up a few duffers 
along the way, but for the few 
coppers I'd paid for them, I 
certainly wasn't going to 
complain. At one time, 
unplayed stock could also be 
picked up at emporiums (the 
sort of shop that sells cheap 
and nasty everything) all over 
London, and it was pot luck as 
to whose back catalogue the 
particular store had got lucky 
with.

Taking a walk through 
Brixton market’s Granville 
Arcade the other week, I 
was struck by how relatively 
little the place had changed 
in the last twenty-odd years. 
Fewer units maybe, and 
definitely more chance of 
being turned over! But what 
was really missing was the 
great sounds of early 
reggae blasting out from 
around every corner. 

Most of the shops have 
gone now of course; the two 
Musik City branches, Joe 
Mansano's shop, Joe's Shack, 
The Music Box (which was 
actually run by two white 
guys, Desmond's Hip City in 
nearby Atlantic Road, and 
Larry Lawrence's set-up round 
the corner in Coldharbour 
Lane to name a few. All now 
gone. 

As a fresh-faced kid of 11 
with 50p in my pocket, I often 
used to travel the few miles 
from my home in Balham to 
buy records (usually just the 
one!) at one or t'other of the 
Brixton shops Reaching the 
counter and being heard 
above the deafening music 
was always a bit of a problem 
though 

Although I'd been a bit too 
young for the skinheads first 
time around, I have vague 
recollections of rubbing 
shoulders with them from 
around the time Israelites 
came out. Like many of the 
original skins, hearing 
Israelites really kicked the 
whole thing off for me. A year 
or so later - probably around 
the late summer of 1970 - a 
Burmese kid joined my 
primary school and we soon 
established a healthy rapport 


on the merits of the boss 
sounds. Unfortunately, my 
knowledge ran only to chart 
things like Young, Gifted And 
Black and Wonderful World, 
Beautiful People. He was 
asking me if I knew 
Bangarang, Loch Ness 
Monster , Return Of Jack 
Slade, The People's Choice 
and so on. What?!! 

A quick trip to his gaff 
confirmed that there was 
much more reggae about than 
I ever dreamed existed on 
strange and colourful labels 
such as Blue Cat, High Note, 
Gas, Down Town, Big Shot 
and Bamboo. So it was 
through him that I found out 
about things like Patsy's We 
Were Lovers on High Note, 
The Tennors' Reggae Girl on 
Big Shot, Monty Morris' Say 
What You're Saying on Pama 
and Bongo Herman & The 
Crystalites' True Grit on Song 
Bird. The artists were pretty 
obscure too, but later on, trial 
and error generally 
established that anything by, 
say, The Kingstonians was 
bound to be a sure-fire belter, 
while a Marvels' track 
probably wasn't. Even 
although most of my friend's 
45s were pretty recent by any 
standards, they were nearly all 
pretty shagged out. I later 
discovered that this was to be 
a familiar feature of 
second-hand reggae vinyl! 

Fortunately for me, one of 
more of the main distributors 
of reggae, rock steady and 
ska records had gone out of 
business in the early 70s, and 
this provided me with an 
excellent opportunity to pick 
up some of the "Burmese" 
stuff. Tesco's chain of stores' 


had bought up a wagon load 
of this unsold stock on Pama 
and B&C distributed labels, 
and these were being knocked 
out at just 10p each for 45s 
and 50p each for albums.

Likewise, Woolworth's had 
also acquired job lots of some 
of Trojan's discontinued early 
LPs during 1972. What a field 
day I had when I picked up 
lovely unplayed copies of 
Duke Reid's Golden Hits and 
Here Comes The Duke for 
under a quid. Unfortunately, 

I'd never heard of The 
Uniques at the time so I left 
their Absolutely set to gather 
dust! 

There was also another 
shop - The Slipped Disc over 
at Clapham Junction - that 
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handled deleted records of 
any kind, including most of 
Melodisc’s back catalogue. 
Again, just ten new pence a 
shot for virgin copies of Prince 
Buster singles on Blue Beat 
and Fab. Obviously, given my 
limited knowledge of the 
music at the time, I was 
bound to pick up a few duffers 
along the way, but for the few 
coppers I'd paid for them, I 
certainly wasn't going to 
complain. At one time, 
unplayed stock could also be 
picked up at emporiums (the 
sort of shop that sells cheap 
and nasty everything) all over 
London, and it was pot luck as 
to whose back catalogue the 
particular store had got lucky 
with. If it was Doctor Bird's, 
you could guarantee a red 
letter day. 

Getting back to the way 
things were in mid-'71, Dave 
and Ansell Collins were at the 
top of the UK charts with 
Double Barrel. Like Israelites 
before it, Double Barrel had 
already been out for six 
months when it went 
nationwide, eventually 
achieving mass popularity 
through months of exposure in 
the pubs and clubs. But 1971 
was to be the last of the 
golden years in skinhead 
reggae terms. 

There were some excellent 
sounds that year The 
Wailing Souls' Mr Fire Coal 
Man on Banana, Eric 
Donaldson's festival winner 
Cherry Oh Baby on Dynamic, 
Herman Chin-Loy's To The 
Fields on Duke, U Roy's Tom 
Drunk on Duke Reid, and 
Justin Hinds' Botheration 
among others. More than 
ever before though, large 


amounts of reggae was being 
produced over in the UK and 
featured strings and other 
trappings of the pop world in 
an almighty attempt to push 
the music into the national 
charts. Skinheads meanwhile 
were getting a bit thin on the 
ground. 

Back at "Fort Burma", I'd 
by now met my mate's three 
older brothers, one of whom 
ran a sound system. Like 
most sound operators, he 
needed to get hold of the 
latest and best "pre's" 
(Jamaican imports) to stay 
ahead of the game. So 
through him, I also knew 
about up-and-coming sounds 
from some of the big reggae 
names of the time. U Roy, 
Denis Alcapone, The 
Ethiopians, Delroy Wilson, 

Roy Shirley, The Heptones 
and the like. The beat had 
slowed down and the manic, 
jerky reggae of '69 and 70 
was to a certain extent being 
replaced by songs about 
Sellasie, Africa and Babylon. 

In actual fact, there was a lot 
less of this sort of thing 
around then than many would 
have you believe today, and 
plenty of really excellent stuff - 
even for white ears - was still 
doing the rounds. 

By early 72, cropped hair 
boots n' braces skins had 
become a very rare breed 
indeed. Trojan meanwhile 
were soon to go on the 
offensive with their Trojan 
Appreciation Society. My sub 
got me a few postcards of 
Trojan's chart stars, a Judge 
Dread badge, a hideous 
"Medallion Man" medallion 
with the Trojan logo, a Trojan 
LP and 45 catalogue, and a 


couple of copies of current 
singles charts. The Society 
folded after about 18 months 
(much like its later 
reincarnation!), and Trojan 
itself didn't last much longer 
either. New independent 
companies like Count Shelly, 
Lord Koos and Ethic soon 
began to fill the gaps left by 
Trojan and Pama (another 
casualty) and some of the 
stuff on these labels was 
superb, but is sadly 
overlooked these days. A 
year or so later though, and it 
was dub, roots and rockers all 
the way. Most of the kids at 
school got off on disco fodder, 
glam rock and, later, punk. 

Just to wrap up this old

The 1979 feature film, Scum, is right up there with A 
Clockwork Orange and Quadrophenia in the youth cult 
stakes. It's a brutal, violent story of life inside the old 
borstal system, where juvenile criminals too young for 
prison ended up. The main character Carlin gets 
transferred to this particular borstal for attacking a 
prison warden, and he soon realises that the only way to 
survive is to hit out and beat the system at its own game. 
The survival of the fittest and all that. It's a film they 


tried to ban, and last year the original play version was 
broadcast on British TV for the first time, after years of 
being refused permission. This uncut version (not that I 
noticed any extra bits) is now out on video, and what's 
more it's selling for around a fiver in the big record 
chains here. If you've seen it, you'll know how powerful 
a film it is. If you haven't, you'll love it. * * * * *

If the truth be known, the British ska scene of the late 
Eighties was every bit as special as the 2 Tone world 
that went before it.

WAR ON THE TERRACES 


WITH England all set to play 
host to the European 
Championships in 1996, it’s in the 
interests of the football 
authorities to pretend that 
hooliganism is at worst now 
confined to isolated incidents and 
at best a thing of the past. 

Anyone who goes to the football 
though knows that such wishful 
thinking has changed nothing. There 
is certainly less trouble inside 
grounds, thanks to better policing 
and crowd segregation, but that has 
only shifted the trouble to other 
places, often well away from the long 
arm of the law. 

Every now and again something 
happens that makes headline news, 
and people realise that football 
violence is alive and kicking. Last 
May, at the end of the season, 200 
Millwall fans ran amok during the 
First Division play-off game with 
Derby County, making it virtually . 
impossible for the game to be played. 
It was supposedly the first trouble 
involving Millwall all season, but only 
those who believe in Father 
Christmas would fall for that one. In 
fact, there was a story going around 
that during some trouble between 
Millwall and Crystal Palace fans 
earlier in the season, the Old Bill 
turned up and went away a police 
dog short because someone had 
nicked it. 


There was also trouble 
associated with lots of other teams in 
England last season, from the likes of 
Leeds and Newcastle, right down to 
non-league clubs who are attracting 
increasing numbers of hooligans 
because of the lower police presence 
at their games. 

In Scotland, there are all the 
signs that football aggro is on the 
increase again too. Dundee and 
Hibs fans fought on the opening day 
of the season, with Dundee looking to 
make a name for themselves and 
Hibs determined to maintain their 
reputation of recent years as 
Scotland's top football mob. Dundee 
fans have also been involved in 
trouble with Airdrie fans, who in turn 
took on local rivals Motherwell before 
and after their recent Cup game. 

It's a problem that isn't going to 
go away easily, as a new video, 
Trouble On The Terraces (Castle 
Communications), clearly illustrates. 

It is 80 minutes long, and for the First 
time on film clearly shows why the 
trouble happens both here and 
abroad. It's amazing that nobody has 
done it before, but to be honest few 
companies have the bottle or the 
understanding to make a programme 
like this happen. 

There’s plenty of classic footage 
of football violence, including Millwall 
at Luton, Leeds at Bournemouth, 
England fans in Europe, riots in 


Yugoslavia and shootings in South 
America. There's even Scotland fans 
wrecking Wembley. 

On top of that, there are 
interviews with hooligans past and 
present, from clubs like Millwall, 

Spurs and Aberdeen, giving a true 
insight into the world of football 
violence. Other fans get to talk too, 
and of course you have to put up with 
boring old bastards telling you what 
they are doing to stop any violence 
inside their grounds, the police and 
other experts, but that comes with the 
territory. In fact, it's a criminologist 
standing outside Tottenham’s White 
Hart Lane, who gives the clearest 
explanation as to why there will 
always be football hooliganism. 

Firstly, hooligans are proud of their 
local club and are willing to defend its 
name and territory And the reason 
they are willing to do this is because 
they find it exciting and enjoyable. 
Right or wrong, there is a buzz 
involved with fighting rival gangs, 
particularly if it involves travelling to 
enemy territory, and that's as true of 
football in Britain as it is of Crips and 
Blood violence in Los Angeles, and 
anywhere else gang warfare takes 
place.

There had in fact been trouble earlier on in 
the night, with fights breaking out in the bars. 
The trouble was blamed on the followers of 
local Birmingham boxer, Robert McCracken, 
who was to defend his British Light 
Middleweight title against Manchester’s Steve 
Wise after the Benn fight. Trouble had been 
predicted before the night, but security didn't 
reflect this, and a number of the trouble 
causers had made it into the arena without 
paying. 

The main trouble lasted around ten 
minutes, with seven people needing medical 
treatment. When the police finally arrived they 
made just one arrest. McCracken went on to 
retain his title, but it isn’t the first time his fans 
have caused trouble, and it isn't going to be 
easy finding a promoter willing to put him on 
after this latest incident.
